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The first such workshop attempted along this 
line, it had as its leaders Robert Leslie, pro- 
fessor of pastoral psychology and counseling 
at Pacific School of Religion, Berkeley, 
Calif.; Virginia Stafford, director of Meth- 
odist work with older adults, Nashville; and 
several psychiatrists, physicians and minis- 
ters from the Pacific northwest. Arrange- 
ments were made with Unit No. 2 of the 
King County hospital for practical visita- 
tion each afternoon during the workshop. 


Church Council Holds 
Festival of Faith 

The general board of the Washington- 
Northern Idaho council of churches met at 
Moses Lake Oct. 27-28 in conjunction with 
the Festival of Faith sponsored by the Cen- 
tral Columbia Basin council of churches. 
Moses Lake, in the center of the fast-growing 
Columbia basin, has increased in population 
205 per cent in the past six years. The festi- 
val featured seminars on such subjects as
